AN UNPRECEDENTED SITUATION.

Your Vienna 
correspondent states that Ignatieff has failed

ANDRASSY IS ABOUT TO YIELD 

to Hungarian influence, and openly oppose 
Russia. Rumors, however, are numberlesa, 
not only in Vienna, but in every other great 
capital, and it is impossible to obtain any 
certain information as to what will be the 
next direction which affairs will take. It is 
certain that 

ENGLAKD AND RUSSIA 

have now reached the most critical part of 
their intercourse, and there is more proba- 
bility of war than peace. Russia is making 
every effort to isolate England from the other 
Powers, and, if she can obtain the neutral. 
ity of Austria and Hungary, it is not likely 
that England can get any other ally. 

EVEN TURKEY 

is likely to be more favorable toward Russia 
than towards England, and the Grand Duke 
Nicholas is paying frequent visits to the Sul- 
tan. As soon as Gen. Ignatieff arrives in 
Constantinople direct negotiations for a be- 
nevolent neutrality, if not an actual alliance, 
will begin. 

OF COURSE, THIS IS NOT THE FIRST TIME 
that Russia and England have been nearly 
involved in war, and, as heretofore, a peace- 
ful solution of the difficulties may yet be 
found. But the present crisis is decidedly 
worse than any of its predecessors, and it is 
quite probable that both nations may find 
war less intolerable than continual uncer- 
tainty and alarm. 


THE DISPUTANTS. 

RU4SIA’S REPLY. 
London. March 27.—Russia’s answer to En- 
gland’s late question merely says that the Gov- 
ernment adheres to its former views. Thisaoes 
not sound very promising, but it is still thought 
here that the reply will not close all interchange 
of opinion. 

THE LONDON rms " VIEWs. 
Lonpox, March 27.—The Times says: “To 
surrender the hope of the Congress is to aban- 
don the Eastern question to the drifts ana cur- 
rents of separate jealousies and excitements, 
and to threw away the only means of submit- 
ting it to quiet consideration. To sacrifice sub- 
stantial principles, even for the sake of avoiding 
such a danger, would be too abject. The ob- 
ject of all the Governments, that of Russia in- 
cluded, should be to promote the meeting of 
the Congress by all means which do not obvious- 
ly and necessarily involve such sacrifice.”

THE BRASSELLS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune, 

COOKESVILLE#, Tenn., March 27.—The young 
Brassell brothers were publicly executed here 
this afternoon, without tumult or disturbance. 
Teek Brasscll drank a bottle of whisky during 
the religious services. He advised young people 
not to follow his example, but, as he didn’t 
have long to live, he was determined to get all 
the good out of the whisky hecould. Teek 
confessed having shot mine men, and that he 
had committed crimes that would never be 
made known. Jo said he had quarreled with a 
woman about a watermelon, beaten her almost 
to death, and then shot her dead. 

The execution took place before 10,000 peo- 
ple in an open field, affording all ample oppor- 
tunity to witness the spectacle. On the 
scaflold both brothers made speeches, in 
which they said they hoped to meet all 
in Heaven. Jo confessed the crime, but Teek 
insisted on his innovence of the murder of Al- 
lison until the last. Teek was pressed to con- 
fess, but he continued to say his life had been 
sworn away. 

Perhaps no case of execution of criminals in 
Tennessee has ever excited more €nterest than 
that of the Brassell boys. The fact that they 
were both young, one being 20 and the other 23 
years of age, was of itself enough to attract 
attention to them; but there were other great 
points of interest. Reared in a wild, sparsely- 
inhabited region, they grew up like their own 
native cedars, following the bent of their own 
inclination to do evil or good as the will led 
them. Their father was a manufacturer of wild- 
cat whisky. and might himself have been con- 
siderea an outlaw. The boys loved the bever- 
age, and when “ half-shot” were ready for any 
escapade that presented itself. The wild 
Ku-Klux organization was the very kind 
of enterprise that delighted them most, and the 
murder of which they were guilty was the last 
outrage from persons professing to belong 
to that Order, or at least to screen them- 
selves behind its disguise, that occurred in Ten- 
nessee. Just previous to their crime, the 
country in which they lived was the scene of 
several most atrocious outrages and murders, 
conspicuous among which was the murder of 
Julia Hayden, a young colored school-teacher, 
who had not been fong in the vicinity, and that 
of old Dick McKifiley,a harmless old colored 
man. 

Joseph and George (nicknamed Teck) Bras- 
sell, the night before the murder was commit- 
ted,—according to the testimony of one of the 
men who turned State’s evidence, himself by 
name Dobson Johnson, —and Doll Bates went 
to the house of the Brassells’ father, 
and got supper. Theythen all went to the 
still-house and obtained a drink. The Brassells 
said they knew where there was $4,000, $000 of 
which was in the clock. James Brassell, brother 
to the criminals, said he knew the money was 
there, and that they were looking for the Tax- 
Collector, W. J. Isbell, at Allison’s that night. 
Bates said it must be done right away, as he could 
not come back any more. The two younger 
Brassells, Dobson Johnson, and Doll Bates 
then started on their lawless errand, James 


Brassell saying that if he was away from home 


his wife would suspect something, and he there- 
fore returned home. The Brassells then went by 
their father’s house and obtained some blacking, 
and put it upon their faces. They had provided 
themselves further with disguises of short coats, 
which were red and opened infront. Teek or 
George Brasseil had two _ pistols, one large and 
ove a small Derringer. Joe Brassell also had a 
large pistol. The two gave utterance to great 
braggadocio, and said they were bullies. Their 
destination was the residence of Mrs. Isbell, 
stepmother to W. J. Isbell, the Tax-Collector, 
from. whom they expected to get the money. 
About midnight they arrived at Isbell’s and 
hallowed out in the yard. The house was a 
double log-house, with open porch or haliway 
between, and, as the men stepped upon this, 
Mrs. Isbell, who was sleeping in one of the 
down-stairs rooms, heard them, and called to 
Know who was there. One of the Bras- 
sells answered, Mansfleld Howell and 
three other men, by G—d,” saying they 
wanted supper. Mrs. Isbell said Mansfield 
Howell did not swear. Then another — — 
of Mrs. Isbell— Russell Allison —came down from 
an upper room and said. Don’t be frightened, 
it is only Teek and Joe Brassell.”” He then 
lighted a candle and opened the door. As soon 
as he did so the Brassell boys rushed in with 
pistois cocked, Teek seizing Russell Allison, 
who resisted the attack as well as he could. 
They scuffied across the floor, Joe Brassell in 
the meantime standing at the foot of Mrs. 
Ishell’s bed, in which she and another woman 
were sleeping, with his pistol cocked and ready 
to shoot. Once he fired, and next day buliet- 
holes were found through the comforts and 
blankets, and the ball in the bed. As Teek and 
Russell Allison scuffled, Russell exclaimed, 
Teck. don’t do that!“ Teek fired two or 
three times. The men then left, Joe and 
Teek Brassell having been the only ones 
who entered the house. As they departed, 
Russell Allison came mto the room again 
and remarked to his stepmother, “ Angie, I am 
shot, and Teek and Joe Brassell are the ones 
that did it.“ He was wounded in the bowels, 
and died in thirty-one hours, sa repeatedly, 
and tov persons, that Joe Teek Bras- 
sell were his murderers. The kil 
on the night of the 20th of Novem 1875, 
near midnight. The witness who turned 0 
evidence said that, as they left the house, Teck 
Brassell proposed that they return and murder 
the whole family, to prevent any of them from 
testifying against them. 

They did not fear arrest. Next day Teek 
loaded up his pistol, and remarked that when 
that went off “death ahd Hell were depending.

For this 
eek Brassell was sentenced to twenty years’ 
mprisonment in the Petiitentiary; but, as be 
was hanged, this sentence will not §° into 
effect. Both brothers first saw the light in 
Barren Cqunty, Kentucky., 
ewis Brassell was 23 years old, and

learned to read and write while in jail. 
his sentence by the Supreme Court he learned 
the use of tobacco, aud was an incessant chewer 
of the weed to his death, his appetite for it 
never having been fully satisfied, inasmuch as 
he was never able, by the most persistent im- 
portunities, to fully satisfy his wants in this re- 
spect. He said he used it because it seemed to 
get away with his nervousness.” 

George Andrew or Teek Brassell, also learned 
to read and write while in jail. He was 21 
years old, and the shrewdest of the two. He 
went through Ray’s arithmetic during the five 
months preceding his execution, and manifest- 
ed no little pride when he said be was a splendid 
“cipherer,” and couldn't be stumped on any 
sum in that work. He said that, while he 
weighed 160 pounds before he came into jail, 
he had been reduced to 120 pounds. He was 
five fect ten inches in height, while his brothe 
measured ¢ix feet two inches, and w 5 

unds, he having also been greatly reduced in 
flesh. They grew very despondent before leav- 
ing Nashville. Their only hope was of rescue, 
which had been threateted by their friends. 

Though they had continually protested their 
innoceuce, they at last confessed the crime, 
the preacher haying told them that, if cuilty, 
they could not have salvation if they went icto 
the next world with a lie in their mouths, They 
took his advice. ’ 

Just before the Brassells took their leave of 
Nashville I went into their cell and had quite 
a little chat with them, They were in a lively 
mood, and so continued until some reierence 
was made to the execution or their religious 
preparations. As I sgt down on their pile of 
blankets, Teek Brassell, the youngest of the 
brothers, took my silk hat aud bung it upon a 
projection from the seams of the heavy lime- 
stone work of which the walls are composed. 
Then, taking it down, as a new idea seemed to 
strike him, he placed it on his head and dauced 
gaily up to the small mfrror in the double-grated 
window, saying: “This kind ofa hat would be 
all-fired becoming to me ff I just had a black 
suit to match,” and he glanced down at his cot- 
ton shirt and jeans pantaloons. 

When the Sheriff placed handcuffs upon them 
with the determination to escort them, with a 
guard of twenty-five men, to Cookeville, Jo- 
seph Brassell shed tears freely, while Teek bent 
his head and looked gloomily. They had been 
visited that day by 400 people,—by a thousand 
during the week,—and had — been allowed to 
coutemplate their doom at night, and, new that 
they were about to turn their faces toward the 
scaffold, they were overshadowed by a cloud of 
sadness. At night they had walked their ceil, 
spending sleepless hours in the study of the 
Bible, in talking, and in ejaculatory prayers. 
They had lost appetite, and were given to the 
stimulating effects of constant chewing and 
smoking. 

Their departure was kept a profound secret 
it having been reported that an attempt would 
be made to rescue them near Nashville, before 
reaching Cookeville, or from the scaffold. 
Hearing that the friends of the Brassells intend- 
ed to come to the rescue, 100 of the friends of 
the Allisous, who were fine young men, offered 
their services to the Sheriff of Putnam County, 
in addition to the posse he proposed to sum- 
mon, to see that the law was carried ont to the 
end. It was regarded that the firing of a singie 
pistol-shot would produce a bloody conflict, 
ending in the death of from twenty-five to fifty 
men on a side. So much uneasiness was felt 
hers as fo the ultimate result, that a large num- 
ber of people sat up to await the first information 
by special, which had to come {fifty-five miles by 
a relay of horses and be sent here from Lebanon 
by wire. The fact that there was a loug gap to 
be overcome by horseflesh seemed to make peo- 
ple all the more anxious to hear the details, 
with the additional and very important fact that 
it was fully expected up to the very last minute 
that blood would flow around the acaffold, from 
a desperate crowd on the Brassell side, and a 
determined force of the Sheriff and the friends 
of the Allisons on the side of law.

DAVIS AND ROBERTSON.

Wax dax, March 27.—The eighth day of 
the Davison murder trial opened with a mod- 
erate attendance. Yesterday afternoon an ad- 
journment was taken about 5 o’clock in con- 
sequence of the defendant’s witnesses not be- 
ing on hand. The early train to-day brought 
only one of these, a man named Crabtree, from 
Barrington, or thereby. He swore that he had 
known the accused for many years, and be- 
lieved his reputation to be good. On the cross- 
examination it appeared that this witness was 
a member of the Grand Jury which indicted 
Davison, and that he voted against such in- 


dictment. 

Road Commissioner Bees was recalled at the 
request of the defense. Mr. Searles wanted to 
know whether witness did not say to a Mr. 
Myers that the Commissioners knew they were 
wrong in trying to open the road, and that the 
trouble might all have been avoided. Witness 
most emphatically denied the insinuation. 

By this time it was about 10 o’clock, and, as it 
was impossible tor any more of defendant’s wit- 
nesses to arrive before 11:15 a. m., proceedings 
had to be temporarily suspended. The ladies 
of Waukegan, who have taken possession of 
nearly all the seats to the left of the Judge, 
amused themselves with their embroid- 
ery and knitting, and the less fortunate 
male citizens went out—for a walk. 
These Lake-County girls are bound to see the 
trial anyhow, but cannot afford to waste their 
time, and the amount of 28 slippers, card- 
receivers, and the like which will grow out of 
their efforts, provided the trial lasts out the 
week, will be something alarming. What will 
be the disposition of these articles of adorn- 
ment is as yet unknown.

Thus the minority report was defeated, 
and the prospect is that another outrage will 
be added to the already long list perpetrated 
by the Democratic miajority in the House by 
the ousting of Fi and the seating ef Dzan, 
the Democratic contestant. 


Senator HML, of Georgia, in his speech 
yesterday upon the Pacific Railroad Sinking- 
Fund bill, opposed the plan reported by tho 
Judiciary Committee on the ground that it 
proposed to compel the establishment of a 
sinking-fund without the consent of the 
Companies. He characterized such an en- 
actment as palpably unconstitutional, and as 
having no precedent in the courts of law or 
in the history of legislation. One 
would suppose, to hear Senator Hux 
talk, that the Congress of the United States 
was bound hand and foot in the matter of 
providing for the collection of the enormous 
debt due the Government from the Pacific 
Railroads, and that only through the grace 
and mercy of those soulless corporations 
could any moiety of the debt ever be se- 
cured. Great jurists hold the contrary, 
among them Judge Day Davi, Judge 
Tuurman, Judge Curistiancy, Judge Ep- 
munpbs, Senators McDonatp and ConxLina, 
and the Georgia orator would find it 
hard to get into more distinguished com- 
pany so far as the law points of the question 
are concerned. The rebuke administered by 
Judge Taurman to Mr. HL for his whole- 
sale style of belittling the abilities of the 
members of the Judiciary Committee was 
well deserved. If the Committee is made 
up of idiots or villains, it ought to be dis- 
banded ; if it is composed, as many believe, 
of the best legal talent in the land, Senator 
Hr ought to feel ashamed of himself.

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A CASE OF FLATULENCY. 

The Hon. Trworuy O. Hows, of Wis¢on- 
sin, has been suffering. Exactly what was 
the matter with him no one knew, nor does 
if seem that he knew him self. He has been 
querying for a long time. He has attributed 
his trouble to Cant Squvunz, and Postmaster- 
General Key, and President Hayes. Senator 
Howe resides in Wisconsin, and there are 
many persons in Wisconsin who labor zeal- 
ously for the success of Republican princi- 
ples. Mr. How lays it down as an estab- 
lished fact, verified by his long experience, 
that parties are sustained (1) by officehjold- 
ers, (2) by office-seekers, and (3) by those 
who are paid in cash. As he makes no expep- 
tion in the case of Republicans in Wisconsin, 
his classification of party men must be teken 
as intended by him to apply to the politi- 
cians of that State. There was a year ago 
a vacancy on the Bench of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and Mr. Howz 
found himself, according to his own clagsifi- 
cation, a party man seeking office. ‘The 
President had gone back on Packarp ; had 
withdrawn the ‘troops from New Orleans ; 
had permitted Nicuotus to become Govern- 
or; had allowed a Democratic Legislature 
to organize and eject the others; had aban- 
doned CaamBgatarn and allowed Hampron 
and a Democratic Legislature to become the 
Government of South Carolina; and had, 
in the language of that day, given 
away these Republican States to the 
Democrats.” Nevertheless, Mr. Howz was 
a party man, and, seeking office, was of 
course prepared to stand by the President 
ard the administration of his party. He had 
already voted to confirm Scuurz and Kur as 
members of the Cabinet. He had some 
friends in Wisconsin,—true party men, office- 
holders, office-seekers, or those doing a cash 
business,—and these wanted a new deal in 
the matter of Pension Agents. He laid the 
case before Scuurz, and Scuvurz would not 
listen to the demand—in point of fact per- 
emptorily refused to do what Senator How 
desired. Senator How, however, was still 
an office-seeker and still supported the Presi- 
dent and the Republican Administration. 
The President rejoiced in the friendship of 
such an unselfish supporter, and, in order 
not to lose his services in the Senate, nomi- 
nated Gen. Hannan to be Judge of the 
Supreme Court. 

Since that memorable day Mr. Howz has 
been grievously pained. He could not get 
rid of the affliction. . In fact, as is often the 
case, he did not understand what was the 
matter with him. His intimate friends could 
hear the rumblings of the inner man, but the 
Senator declared his symptoms were peculiar 
and novel. He had ceased to be an office- 
seeker, was rapidly approaching the time 
when he would not be an officeholder, and 
it was too late for him to try the cash busi- 
ness. In fact, it appeared to him that he 
was about to experience a change of life. 
He therefore put himself in preparation, and, 
after protracted consultations with ConxKLine, 
Buarg, and Sancznt, determined to make 
a grand deliverance and teil the story of his 
pain and anguish to the country. He 
resolved to let the county know the true in- 
wardness of the President and of Scuvnz, 
aud to make revelations such as would fire 
the heart and elicit a ry of Revenge! 
from every politician in this broad land. 
The time and the occasion were extensively 
advertised. Crowded galleries and a thronged 
Senate greeted the Senator. The lightning 
had been previously engaged to bear the 
burning eloquence from the centre to the 
circumference of civilization, that mankind 
should know what crimes were committed 
and what pains endured in the name of Liberty. 
The Senator spoke, and the result was winp ! 


The Senator had mistaken his own case as 


well asthe remedy. It was not mental dys- 
pepsia, nor were the faculties weakened by 
time. What he had needed was a carmina- 
tive,—anise, carroway, cummin, or fennel ; 
camphor would have served him well; and 
any old lady at Washington would have sug- 
gested pepperminf, especially when mingled 
with a little gin. The Senator now feels bet- 
ter, and in case of arelapse will know how 
to find relief without alarming the Senate or 
the country by his di smal descriptions of in- 
ternal disturbances, supposed to be national 
instead of being personal.

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

It was predicted at the opening of the 
present Congress that the effort to have the 
Bankrupt law repealed, which has been gain- 
ing strength among the more prosperous of 
the commercial class of late, would be suc- 
cessful during the present session. The re- 
porting of a bill tothis effect by the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate certainly makes 
this more probable than ever before. The 
House passed a repeal bill a couple of years 
ago, which the Senate then refused to con- 
cur in, but it is conceded that the temper of 
the House on the subject remains the same. 
The fate of the bill remains with the Senate, 


and, if passed by that body, there is no 


doubt that it will become alaw. Thetext of 
the bill reported by Senator Onnistianor is 
as follows: 


Be tt enacted, te. That the Bankrupt law ap- 
proved March 2, 1867, and all acts in amendment 
or supplementary thereto, or in explanation there- 
of, be and the same are hereby repealed: provided, 
however, that such repeal shallin no manner in- 
validate or affect any case in bankruptcy in 
and pending in any court prior to tne ds 
this act shall take effect, but, as to all such pe 
—1— and all future proceedings 1 hn 

hereby repealed shall continue in full force 
and effect until the same shall be fully disposed of 
a ees See acts had not been re- 


This provides for an absolute repeal of the 
law except as to those who may begin pro- 


their embarrassments without taking this 
last resort. It would have been manifestly 
unfair, however, to have shut out those who 
had already incurred the expense of the first 
steps in bankrupt 


ber of laws, as numerous as the States in the 
Union, will come in constant conflict owing 
to the necessary inter-State character of 
commercial dealings; there will be desperate 
efforts made on the part of debtors to secure 
advantages over creditors, and on the part of 
creditors to harass and oppress debtors; a 
full and final discharge from liability, after 
surrendering all property, will be out of the 
question, and litigation and expense will 
necessarily be increased. It would seem as 
though more damage is sure to result to 
commercial interests from this complex sys- 
tem than from the national law even in its 
present unsatisfactory shape. 

There is no reason, however, why the 
National Bankrupt act cannot be so amended 
as to remove all the practicable objections 
that are made to it. It is not practical, it 
must be remembered, to object to the prin- 
ciple of bankrupt proceedings, because it is 
certain that all the States will formulate this 
principle into laws of their own. The real 
objections to the present law are (1) that 
there is not sufficient protection against 
fraud, nd (2) that the proceedings are too 
costly. The first objection is made by the 
prosperous classes, who feel that there is too 
much opportunity to defraud them of their 
rights, and the second by those who con- 
template voluntary proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy and are appalled at the expense. Ex- 
cessive costs, however, are a fraud upon 
the creditors, by eating up assets that should 
properly go to them. But wesannot under- 
stand why it is not practicable for Congress, 
after a thorough investigation of the abuses 
under the law as it stands, to reshape it in 
such a manner as will shut off the excessive 
costs, and prevent or punish the frauds. 
If this were done, it would leave the prin- 
ciple of the law intact, with facilities for 
applying it uniformly throughout the coun- 
try 


There is no doubt that, for two or three 
years longer at least, a general bankrupt law 
will be a beneficent vehicle for readjusting 
the embarrassments and complications that 
have grown out of the common misfortune 
of hard times. Thereis no fairness in the 
deman@that all the losses of a speculative 
era followed by a long era of depression 
should fall entirely upon one class, leaving 
them burdened with an indefinite liability to 
pay another class not only the profits but 
the losses of the speculative epoch. The 
honest and economical administration of a 
National Bankrupt law, protecting one class 
from fraud and the other from oppression, is 
the most equitable plan for a proper division 
of the hardships of the time, and an effort 
should still be made to put the national law 
into this pondition. 


THE EUROPEAN DIPLOMATIC WAR. 

The European diplomatic war continues, 
but is as yet barren of results, aad the ulti- 
mate decision waits upon the patience of 
Russia in bearing with the sullen obstinacy 
of England. The controversy has turned 
upon the single point whether the treaty of 
San Stefano shall be submitted to the Con- 
gress for action upon every article. Russia 
was determined that no parts of it should be 
diseussed or entered upon except such as 
affects general European interests, and her 
position would probably be sustained by 


Germany, Austria, and Italy, if brought to 


the test. England, having voluntarily iso- 
lated herself from concerted action with the 
other Powers and remained a sulky spectator 
of the war, of course has little to hope from 
the Congress, and is determined not to go 
into it at all unless it can pronounce upon 
the whole treaty. Pending the answer to 
her interrogatory to Russia whether the lat- 
ter Power will consent to the submission of 
the treaty, she has gone on preparing for 
war. If Russia refuses to submit the treaty, 
there is no alternative left for England but 
to fight or back squarely down. 

The answer of Russia has been made, but 
it is of an indefinite character, and shows 
that, as Gortscuaxorr once said, she is 
„ meditating.” She declares that she still 
adheres to her former views, and nothing 
more definite can be expected until she has 
ascertained the intentions of Austria, and to 
that end Icnatrerr, who so deftlf manipu- 
lated the Constantinople Oonference and 
frustrated the plans of England by making 
an alliance between Turkey and Russia, is 
now in Vienna with authority to offer almost 
any terms that will detach Austria from an 
English alliance, since that will all the more 
strongly consolidate the Triple Alliance. 
Among other considerations which he ig 
thorized to offer is a scheme for annexation 
which will give to Austria the Provinces of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, the northern part 
of Albania, and perhaps even a portion of 
Macedonia. The Russian pressure upon 
Austria is strengthened by that of Germany, 
which is exercised both on account 
of her own interests and her obliga- 
tions to Russia. The annexation of these 
provinces would erect a powerful Sclavonic 
Kingdom in Eastern Europe, and give the 
Sclaves the preponderance in the govern- 
ment of Austria. Whatever tends to promote 
this result—and Austris cannot expand in 
any other direction—tends ultimately to se- 


to Russia. During the Franco-German war 
Russia held off Austria from a French alli- 
ance, although Count Von Bsus? was ready 
and eager to plunge into the war. Germany 
is obligated now to hold Austria off from any 
alliance that would be dangerous to Russia's 
interests, and there can be little doubt that, 
with the aid of Russia, Austria-will be kept 
in the Triple Alliance. Thus, whether the

In 1875 a bill was 
passed for the resumption of specie-payments 
in 1879, and for the withdrawal of the green- 
backs to the amount of $85,000,000, though, 
under its provisions, it was possible to with- 
draw every greenback.

As heretofore indicated in Tas Trinuns, the 
annual election of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, which was held at the office of 
the Company in thia city yesterday, passed off 
as peacably and harmoniously as any of its 
predecessors, and the entire old Board, with 
two exceptions, were re-elefted. The retiring 
members are Messrs. Dennison and Rotch, and 
their places have been filled by the election of 
Messrs, J. L. Gardner, Jr., and E.'Cunningham, 
of Boston.

REGULATING THE PASSENGER 
TRAFFIC, 

The General Ticket and Passenger Agents of 
the roads leading East from this city held a 
meeting yesterday at the Grand Pacific Hote! 
which was participated in by the General Man- 
agers of their respective lines. The object of 
the meeting was to regulate the passenger 
business, whicn had been rather disturbed dur- 
ing the last month or two. About n months 
ago the roads leading East from this city en- 
terod into an agreement that the r ngmore 
commissions should be paid to ide, parties 
for the sale of tickets. An exception Wis made 
in favor of the Erie and Grand Trunk Rail- 
ways, which were allowed 50 cents on the sale

The difficulty grew worse, un- 
til finally the Lake Shore gave notice that it 
considered the agreement no longer binding, 
and would again pay commissions. Since that 
time all the roads have been paying them.

A NEW WRECKING PONTOON. 

Saturday afternoon a test of the lifting power of 
Capt. William Foster's new patent pentoon for 
raising sunken vessels wes tested in the oid river- 
bed, and proved a complete success, even greater 
than the Inventor himself had anticipated. We 
some time ago gave a description of this new and 
upportant Invention. To make the experiment a 
temporary wooden 8 had been constructed, 
which wae filled with 5,600 pounds of chain. and 
sank in eighteen feet of water. The pontoon was 
attached, the air-pumps apptied, and in five and 
& quarter minutes the punt with its heavy load of 
iron rose to the surface of the water. experi- 
ment took place in the presence of a large number 
of persons, many of whom are interested in ves- 
sels, and were surprised at the lifting power ex- 
hibited by the pontoon, and heartily tulated 
Capt. Foster op his successful test. It is now de- 
nionstrated that this is the best thing of the kind 
ever invented for — vessels that have been 
sunk. Capt. Foster aud those interested with him 
will immediately construct a large number of these 
pontoons, and in a short time have them ready for 
wrecking purposes. —Cleveland Ptaindealer.
